To go to the usual exhibition of 
pictures and find some measure 
of enjoyment, one needs little other 
equipment than a taste for the 
visual ts of Nature and a 
love of what are generally thought 
of as “poetic sentiments.” The 
work of the moderns —and the 
New Mexico artists as a group are 
dacidedly modern—is intimately 
connected, more or less conscious- 
ly, with the scientific and psyco- 
logical research of recent years.

“Dawn,” a majestic 
arrangement of mountain power, 
and “Telaya Peak, Santa Fe," a 
deep, warm-toned study of canyon- 
power. 

Jozef Bakos, “La Placita.” 
Here the mountains go back in 
rich pattern, overhead the sky cuts 
its olent design. All takes its 
place, yet there is no attempt at 
painting atmosphere. It is remark- 
able how, if we are young enough, 
we can dispense with atmospheric 
painting.

The first set“ was built before 
Columbus discovered America!

In Mr. Packard’s novels there 
always is dirty work at the cross- 
roads.

Innocently, she 
iwrites her guardian of the eccen- 
tric millionaire, and he arrives 
post haste, bringing with him his 
Nemesis in a well-set-up young 
man who falls in love with Shadow 
Varne's ward. 

Thereafter there are voices in 
the night, espionage on all sides, 
and as a crashing finale, the death 
lef one of the three setraggiers 
strangely, and the entombment of 
the other two in a tide vault bullt 
by the eccentric millionaire to 
guard hie riches.

The specific yses to which the 
funds raised by the bouts at the 
Legion Stadium will be put are the 
erection of a new building for a 
clinie for out-patient children, and 
running expenses for a year. The 
clinic at present is housed in what 
was the livery stable on the old 
John Brockman estate, on Palm 
Drive. Mr. Brockman contributed 
the lot and $10,000. The guild

ing and its year’s work. 

While admirable work has been 
done by the out-patient depart- 
ment in its present quarters its 
needs are far outstripping its fa- 
cilities. There are now more than 
1600 children on the rolls of the 
clinic. They are brought from Los 
Angeles and some sixty other cities 
and towns in Southern California, 
and from six outside States. The 
number of new patients in the out- 
patient department is about 550 a 
year and increasing. Daily ex- 
aminations are limited to five chil- 
dren a day, and there are scores 
on the waiting lists 

The guild is the patron organi- 
zation of this, the out-patient de- 
partment of the Orthopedic. Hos- 
pital-School, upon which falls the 
work of treating the children at 
the clinic, of defraying the ex- 
pense of operations at the hos- 
pital, and the education of the 
children at their homes until such 
time as they are able to attend 
echool. Dr. C. Leroy Lowman and 
his entire staff contributed their 
medical and surgical services, and 
the tuition of the children is pro- 
vided by the Board of Education. 

But there remains need for a 
building especially fitted as a 
clinic, and for funds for braces 
and operating expenses. For the 
raising of this money the guild 
appointed its boxing carnival 
benefit comrfittee, with Mrs. Ar- 
thur Wright as chairman, and the 
affair promises not only to be a 
big financial success but a social 
ovent likely to set a brilliant prece- 

ent. ,

Valve Caps Are 
Not Ornaments; 


Save Your Tires 


Many car owners consider the 
valve cap, which screws down over 
the mouth of the Inner tube valve, 
as more or jess of an ornament. At 
least, so it would ‘seem, judging 
from the contempt with which 
they regard that really useful little 
article. When lost they are fre- 
quentiy not replaced,.or they are 
screwed on in haphazard fashion. 
This common negligence is streased 
in a recent bulletin from the serv- 
ice bureau of the Spreckels Sav- 

e Tire Company, which states 
that the condition is largely due to 
the fact that motoriste do not 
realize the importance of the valve 


cap. 

“The valve cap is designed to 
accomplish two distinct purposes 

rat: to prevent foreign matter 
trom entering the valve, and sec- 
ond: to' prevent the escape of air 
from the inflated tube should the 
valve leak. Without the valve cap 
particles of gravel or other for- 
eign substances are apt to become 
lodged in the valve and prevent it 
from functioning effectively. 

“The valve cap should be 
screwed on tightly so that it max 
prevent leakage of air from the 
tube in case the valve inside is 
damaged or faulty. The cap on the 
interior is reinforced by vulcanis- 
ing little brasa-cups into the rub- 
ber washer, and is so constructed 
as to be effective, independently of 
the valve inside, in hermentically | |. 
sealing the air within the tire.

The explorer used a motion-pie- 
ture camera for his pictures.

face of the earth. For example 
if a man weighing 150 pounds 
here upon the earth could stand 
on the surface of the sun he would 
weigh 27% times as much, or 
4126 pounds, over two tons. These 
tremendous eruptions, often rush 


velocities ranging 
300 to 600 miles per second. 
Difficult indeed is it for us to 
imagine the titanic forces at work 
within our sun which can take 
vast masses of matter often exten- 
sive ough to make many worlds 
like the earth and hurl them into 
space against the tremendous sol- 
ar such terrific ve-

When you observe these red ob- 


jects during the eclipse, remem- 
ber you are beholding them at a 
distance of about $3,000,000 miles, 
also that if any are large enough 
to be seen with the naked eye, 
they are from five to thirty-eight 
times higher than the diameter 
of the earth.

Before Journey Ends 


Will success crowh the efforts of 
the government men who left here 
Wednesday for Lee’s Ferry in their 
effort to make one of the most 
Gangerous, arduous and difficult 
river boat trips ever undertaken, 
and finish a survey acknowledged 
to be the most difficult ever at- 
tempted ? 

After looking the men over and 

the sort of men they are, 
the betting is all in their. favor. 
They're a purposeful bunch. They 
have spared and are sparing no 
pains nor expense to have every- 
thing just right before they start 
down the Colorado River on their 
200-mile journey through Gran 
and Marble Canyons. 

The job of infinitely careful se- 


lection began some time ago, when | N 


the picking of the men for the trip 
began. Each, man ie selected for 
his particular fitness. Dach has 
his work to do, and is the kind of 
man who will do it, no matter how 
Wil he may be treated by the 
turbulent stream, as long as there 
4s strength left in him to do it. 

Col. C. H. Birdseye of Washing- 
ton, D. C., chief topographic en- 
gimeer of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, is chief of the party. 
Tt is ee who, during the last few of 
the twenty-three years he has been 
eemnected with the service, deter- 
mined the elevation of Mt. Rai- 
nier, mapped the summit of its 
craters, and then mapped Eilauea 
volcano, Hawali, largest active vol- 
cano in the world. 

Col. Birdseye says the most im- 
portant problem of this trip 16 
whether the boatmen can carry 
them through. It all depends on 
these boatmen, he says. “If they 
ean get us through, we'll make the 
survey, no matter how difficult. We 
have splendid equipment and in- 
struments for running lines that 
do not require rodmen.”

Trader Tells of Methods in 
Vogue With Soviets 


Schooner, Papers and Cargo 
Seized at Anadyr 


Escape is Made in Fog With 
Two of Guards

NOME (Alaska) July 28.—A 
story of duplicity and double- 
dealing and of the peculiar ac- 
tions of a swashbucking soviet 
representative who boarded his 
ship at Sand Point, Siberia, June 
4, and assumed charge of her, 
was told here yesterday by Capt. 
Putta of the trading schooner * 
kum of Tacoma, sent out by 
Phoenix Trading Company whi 
arrived here Wednesday of this 
week after the captain and crew 
had overpowered the soviet 
guards and fied from Anadyr to 
Nome. 

The Iskum, after being ‘interned 
for six weeks by the Red author- 
ities, reached here with the youth- 
ful armed guards from the Red 
Army praying they would not be 
returned to Russia, for fear of 
losing their own lives. It was be- 
lieved the men would be taken to 
Tacoma if arrangements could be 
made. 
On May 12, the Iskum cleared 
Tacoma for Siberian points ona 
trading expedition, reaching Sand 
Point, Siberia, on June 4, Capt. 
Putta stated. At this point the 
ship was boarded by three Rus- 
sians heavily armed. The leader 
raid his name was Burke and 
that he was u representative of 
the soviet government. He de- 


manded to see the ship’s papers. 


After seeing the papers, Ca 

Putta said, Burke — 2 — 
Iskum could not trade without a 
license and that it could obtain 
a license at East Cape or Anadyr. 


THREE ARRESTED 

The Iskum, according to Capt. 
Putta, decided to go to Snot — 
accompanied by Burke. The hos- 
pitality of the ship was extended 
to Burke on the trip. On June 6, 
a man named Diem, representing 
the owners of the Iskum; one 
Felker, the company trader, and 
Capt. Putta went ashore and 
found to their great surprise that 
— be held virtually 
risoners w a guard watc 
them all the time. _— 

Putta wanted to return to the 
ship but found that the natives 
who had brought him ashore by 
dog team over the ice had been 
engaged by unknown persons and 
told not to take Putta back to the 
ship. Capt. Putta then went 
to where a crowd of men had 


assembled under the red flag and |. 


demanded to know the meani 
of their holding him ashore. * 
Finally, after arguing that the 
safety of his ship required his 
presence on board, that fact was 
recognized and Putta was allowed 
to return to his vessel with a 
guard watching him. Diem and 
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Felkner finally obtained a temp- 


orary license to trade, which 
proved to be of no value as all 
traders and natives, Putta de- 
clared, had been instructed by 
Burke not to do business with 
the Putta party. : 
Capt. Putta, being afraid of 
foul play. diverted the ship to 
Port Gabell, St. Lawrence Island, 
where Diem left letters for the 
collector of customs at Nome tell- 
ing of their situation in Siberia 
as well as stating that other 
Americans were in trouble at 
East Cape. Putta then intended 
to come to Nome but Burke as- 
sured him that when the Russian 
commercial expedition arrived a 
permanent trading permit could 
be obtained and Putta would be 
allowed to pursue the business of 
trading. These promises were 
emphasized by two large auto- 
matic strapped to Burke's side. 
Burke, Capt. Putta declared, 
then announced that the Iskum 
could either go to Anadyr or “to 
nell.“ Diem was told by the 
soviet agent that it was probable 
the Phoenix Trading Company 
would lose all its property in Si- 


beria unles the Iskum went to 
Anadyr before proceeding to 
Nome. 


Expecting the government of- 
ficialea from Moscow would be 
amenable to reason, the Iskum 
proceeded to Anadyr to meet the 
expected Russian boat. On July 
6, after encountering dangerous 
ice conditions, the Iskum arrived 
at Anadyr and found the village 
in a state of gloom. 
sould came out to meet the Iskum. 
Putta and his party were not in- 
vited into any Russian homes, but 
were treated with hospitality by 
Lampe, representing the Swenson 
company, who told Putta things 
“looked bad“ and advised Putta 
to leave. 


PAPER SOUGHT 


Putta, according to his own 
story, trusted in the Russian com- 
mercial expedition and awaited its 
arrival. On the 13th inst. the Chief 
of Police of Anadyr boarded the 
Iskum, demanding all the ship's 
papers. Capt. Putta released all 
papers to him except the ship's 
register, and told the Chief that 
the register could not be taken un- 
less it was done so by the Ameri- 
can Consul. The Chief of Police 
took Capt. Putta ashore and after 
talking with Burke he was allowed 
to retain the register. 

On the 16th inst. the Hudson's 
Bay Company trading boat Bay- 
chimo arrived at Anadyr with 100 
armed soviet soldiers aboard. Capt. 
Putta boarded the Baychimo to 
obtain news and was followed by 
the Chief of Police and told that he 
was wanted ashore. Arriving at 
the government house ‘in charge 
of the Chief of Police, Capt. Putta 
said, he was told that he would 
have to remain there under arrest. 

A Russian who spoke English 
fluently, pleaded with the police 
and Putta finally was allowed to 
see the Governor and Burke and 
after much mysterious discussion 
to return to his vessel. 

Diem and Capt. Putta later went 
to the government house with a 
petition that a trading permit be 
issued them. 

“On the 18th inst. the military 
commandant of the Red military 
expedition with six heavily armed 
soldiers and the Chief of Police 
came on board crowded all my 
crew and myself into the pilot 
house of the Iskum with their 
rifies and read us an order of con- 
fiscation in Russian and translated 
it for our benefit. They took all 
our firearms away from us and our 
cargo the next day and stated that 
the charges would be presented to 
us. continued Putta. 

“Two armed guards were left on 
board and we were given to under- 
stand that the schooner Iskum 
was now the property of the Rus- 
sian government, also that the en- 
gineer would probably have to re- 
main on the vessel, but that the 
rest of us could send a wireless for 
an American vessel to come and 
get us. 

We wrote wireless 
and tried to send them out via the 
Baychimo, but were informed that 
for some reason or other the mes- 
gages could not go through. We 
waited until the 22nd inst., and no 
messages had gone through. Diem 
and myself wrote a letter to the 
new Governor, Burke had it trans- 
lated into Russian and we went to 
talk with him.

VICTORIA (B. C.)—Following 
the departure for the mainland of 
Mr. John 8.

MISSIONARIES 
FACE CHARGES

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 28.— 
The Turks have discovered circum- 
stantial evidence which they be- 
lieve tends to confirm their sus- 
picions that American mission- 
aries helped the British to carry 
on anti-Kemalist propaganda 
among the Turks during the crit- 
ical early days of the Nationalist 
movement. 


In one of the thirty-six boxes of 
personal effects of an American 
missionary, Robert Stapleton, 
which were shipped here from Tre- 
bizond, Turkish customs officials 
found thirty-six copes of an anti- 
Kemal proclamation which the ex- 
Sulton issued for subterranean 
circulation in Anatolia. Angora 
has been unable to ascertain the 
agencies which distributed that 
propaganda in its territory, but 
correspondence seized in the past 
has implicated American mission- 
aries, many of whom are known to 
be extremely anti-Kemalist. The 
local American Bible house, how- 
ever, disclaims any connection with 
proclamations and declares 
the box in question was one of 
three left in storage at Trebizond 
in the past two years by its own- 
er, a British ex-consul, and which 
Stapleton, not knowing its con- 
tents, indiscreetly consented to in- 
clude for him in the shipment of 
his own effects. 

It was pointed out at the Bible 
house that the proclamations were 
used as packing for pictures in the 


box. 

Despite that explanation, how- 
ever, it is feared the incident will 
make it harder to settle the status 
of missionaries in the treaty which 
America and Turkey are negotia- 
ting. Most of the Turkish cor- 
respondents at Lausanne give Jos- 
eph C. Grew, the American ob- 
server, much 2 for hastening 
the agreement.

BELT LINE

Continuous Route to the 
Outer Port to be Con- 
structed Immediately | 


Rushing of work on a contin- 
uous municipal belt line railway 
around Los Angeles Harbor, is 
assured by the Harbor Commis- 
sion, which yesterday instructed 
Harbor Engineer Ludlow to speed 
plang for trackage and right of 
way over several miles connect- 
ing with the outer harbor.

UssoLINI finally’ preferred his

ENICE stands on a marsh, Amsterdam

The palace of the King 
is a huge structure of granite. It covers 
more than three acres, surrounding a court 
nearly square in its shape. Completed six- 
teen years before we declared our inde 
pendence of England, it is reached from 
the mainland by a bridge of seven huge 
arches of granite, under which deep waters 
flow.

are-the houses of Parliament, which cost 
several million dollars. Passing island after 
island we find one on which is a new City 
Hall with a high tower surmounted by a 
Greek temple of copper ending in a great 
ball of gold, which hangs like a full moon 
in the sky.

States Minister, with the American flag 
flying at the stern, that I plowed my way 
through this city of islands. Suppose you 
sit down beside me and we shall make part 
of the journey over again.

Sweden is one of the big countries of 
Europe. It is not-quite equal to France or 
Germany, and it is small in comparison 
with Russia, but it is almost 300 miles wide 
and almost as long as from Cleveland te 
New Orleans. It is about half as large again 
as Great Britain and Ireland and if you 
could cut it into patches and lay it on the 
United States it would cover Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Virginia and New York. It has about 
as many people as Belgium and more than 
twice as many as Switzerland. 

The latitude of Sweden corresponds large- 
ly with that of Alaska. Our “icebox of the 
North” goes farther south, but Sweden 
reaches also into the lands of the Midnight 
Sun, and there is one town, Lulea, from 
where the railroad starts on its way to 
Narvik in Norway, which has a summet 
day twenty-three hours in length. . 


And still Sweden supports just about 
6,000,000 people, who live better than most 
of the inhabitants of Europe. They have 
comfortable homes. The houses of the 
cities are much like those of the United 
States, and those of the country are frame 
cottages which compare favorably with the. 
homes on our farms, The people are famous 
for their health and longevity. They have 
more births than deaths and the population 
is increasing almost as fast as that of any 
country of Europe. According to statistics, 
the Scandinavians live longer, on the aver- 
age, than any other people of the world. 
They are a big people. They look like 
giants compared with the French and the 
Belgians and the sawed-off inhabitants of 
the Balkans and some parts of Poland. As 
I have already written, they are one of the 
oldest races and they have the fairest hair, 
the bluest eyes, the longest skulls and the

lation are farmers, and the other half are 
engaged in manufacturing and in buying and 
selling. They Nave very extensiye home 
industries and there are farm villages 
whose people make tens of thousands of 
kroner a year by manufacturing baskets, 
laces and carvings of one kind or another 
in their houses.

he was again at the foot of the lad 
der, when an opportunity came to buy-the 


American Museum, at Broadway and Ann 
street. 

Penniless as he was, he was determined 
to acquire it, and when e friend said: 
“What do you intend to buy it with?” he 
replied: “Brass, for silver and gold I have 
none.” 

By sheer power of persuasion Barnum 
induced the owner of the museum building 
to purchase the collection for him and to 
let him manage the enterprise without any 
pay except for an allowance of $12.50 a 
week for the support of his family. In 
less than a year the owner had been reim- 
bursed for the money he had put into it, 
and Barnem owned the m in his own 


name. His profits for the first year were 
$27,912.62. 


The Heart of Old New York 


ARNUM’S American Museum, on 

Broadway at Ann street, was in the 
heart of the New York of its day. Opposite 
was the hotel of best repute, the Astor 
House; four blocks north was the city's 
best restaurant, Delmonico’s; between the 
two was The Park, that is, City Hall Park. 
St. Paul's Church was across the street, 


from the museum. The Tribune and Her- 
ald offices were near by, and the other 
newspapers were published in the same 
district. 

No Metropolitan Museum of Art offered 
free exhibitions of pictures, and no Ameri- 
can Museum * Natural History educated 
the public jn real natural life; Barnum’s 


Museum was therefore patronized by those 


who today would patronize the Zoological 
Gardens and the American Museum of 
Natural History for satisfaction of their 
generic curiosity, as well as by those who 
enjoyed freaks. Among its main attrac- 
tions under the previous management were 
the stuffed animals, a live anaconda, a 
tame alligator, and the gallery of paintings, 
supposed to be national portraits. 
Niegara With Real Water 

NE of Barnum's first acquisitions was 

a model of that object of national 
pride, Niagara Falis. The falls were eight- 
een inches high, and everything else in the 
model was in proportion. Into this model 
Barnum arranged to have water pumped, 
and he advertised widely “The Great Model 
of Niagara Falls, With Real Water,” and 
many couples who could not afford a 
museum instead, 
attracted by Barnum’s promise of real 
water. 


In his autobiography Barnum thought it 
necessary to excuse himself by means of 
the argument that it visitors found his 
Niagara Falls “small potatoes” they had 
the rest of the magnificent museum for 
twenty-five cents admission. It was always 
his opinion that any misrepresentation was 
justified if he gave patrons what they had 
not come for after they entered his 
museum. 


The First Roof Garden * 
A NOTHER of Barnum's early improve- 

ments of such a nature was what he 
advertised ag an “aerial garden,” which 
consisted of two cedar plants, ten pots of 
wilted flowers, and several small tables, 


located on the roof of the museum build- 
ing, where ice cream was served. 


But Barnum's activities were not con- 
fined to such minor innovations. Besides 
the experiments in animal magnetism, 
which were popular before Barnum became 
proprietor, he introduced a classic scene 
by Mr. Bennie, entitled “Il Studio, or 
Living Statues.” 

A splendid attraction for one week only 
was the family of industrious fleas. “These 
insects,” Barnum advertised, “have been 


rendered 830 docile as to be harnessed to 
carriages and other vehicles of several 
thousand times their own weight, which 
they will draw with as much precision 
as a cart-horse.” 

Jugglers, albinos, educated dogs, auto- 
matons, rope dancers, dioramas of The 
Creation, The Deluge, and A Storm at Sea,

Chasing Them Inside 


HE ordinary devices of showmen 

were used by Barnum on his own 
exaggerated scale. Huge posters outside 
announced the contents of the museum, 
and long descriptive advertisements in the 
newspapers heralded new attractions. On 
a balcony which circled the outside of the 
museum building, a band of music played 
all day long, and a huge poster announced, 


At the end of every hour of this work, 
he was to present a ticket-at the museum, 
walk through the building and pass out to 
continue solemnly his brick work. 

Half an hour after the man began his 
rounds five hundred men and women were 
watching him, and trying by conjecture and 
questions to solve the mystery of his pur- 
pose. Solemn and taciturn, he went from 


brick to brick, ignoring the comments and, 


questions of the crowd, and at the end of 
the first hour the streets surrounding the 
museum were filled with people. 
Whenever he entered the museum, 
people bought tickets and followed. him,

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tor! the Mues 


Barnum took care, he confessed, to 
choose the worst band he could find, on 
the chance that the discordant notes would 
drive the crowd into the museum. This 
appears a far-fetched method of advertis- 
ing, but he assured the readers of his 
autobiography that it was profitable. 

Powerful Drummond lights, the frst 
Newe Vork saw, shone from the top of the 
museum and lighted Broadway from the 
Battery to Nilio’s Garden. 


Barnum planned in advance to dispose 
of the entire profit of the first year in ad- 
vertising, and the profits came in so fast 
that he kad difficulty devising enough 
media. Paintings of strange animals were 
made for Barnum in panels and attached 
to the entire outside surface of the mu- 
seum. The work of putting up the paint- 
ings was performed in one night without 
advance notice and the next morning when 
New York saw its popular landmark, it

Barnum estimated that these gaudy pic- 
tures increased his profits by one hundred 
dollars a day, and they never fell back 
after the novelty ad become a tradition;

accustomed to Barnum’s animals, and un- 
doubtedly they always attracted the 
streams of immigrants and Western visit- 
ors ever flowing into New York City. 


Letting the Public Fool Itself 


T WAS the world’s way, Barnum wrote, 

“to promise everything for next to noth- 
ing,” and he confessed that he fell rapidly 
into that way and excelled in it. This, he 
insisted, was not because he was less 
scrupulous, but because he was more in- 
genious and energetic than his competitors, 


However, there were Instances of decep- 
fion in which Barnum allowed the asso 
ciation of ideas to work to his advan.age.

ANY years later Barnum told à Te 

porter for the Indianapolis Journal: 
“In the old museum days .. „ night 
after night at the midnight hour, and later, 
I crawled up these several newspaper 
siaircases. to put in these journals some 
fresh and startling announcement about my 
business, I even did this after the editor 
had gone home, but the foreman in the 
composing room had some authority then 
and would often put the matter I offered in | 
type or make an announcement for me.” 
Barnum added: “If I am ever profoundly 
thankful for any instrumentalities, it is for 
the editor and his paper. They furnish the 
wind for my sails.” 

Barnum owed this debt of gratitude, but 
he must be given credit, as the inventor of 
steam navigation in the seas of publicity.

0 “Uric acid is one of the waste or ex 
cretory products of the body. It results 
from the work of the living cells. It is, 
like other waste products. poisonous to 
the living tissues, and when it is not 
promptly and thoroughly removed from the 
blood, by the kidneys, it is often deposited 
in the tissues, giving rise to gout, and 
many other grave disorders. An excess of 
uric acid is also a cause of renal calculi, so- 
called gravel and bladder stones. 

“Failure to eliminate uric acid ts one of 
the first indications of disease of the kid- 
neys.

It the present death rate from can- 
cer is allowed to go unchecked, no 
fewer than 25,000,000 people out of the pres- 
ent population of the world must die of th 
scourge. Mortality due to cancer is new 
three times higher than it was when I start- 
ed practice, thirty years ago. If a correct 
view of treating the disease prevailed, and 
proper methods were prescribed. I believe it 
would be ne higher than it was then. 

I affirm that never has a single case of 
cancer been recorded which is proved to 
have been cured by operative surgery. The 
fact is known and admitted by leading medi- 
cal men throughout the world, but opera 
tioms continue, and their tragic futility 
seems utterly unheeded by those who recom- 
mend them. It is not as if the knife had 
not been fully tried. In all the years of the 
surgical age there have been innumerable 


opportunities to prove its value in cancer, 


and it has failed consistently. 


Consider the countless operations -per- 
formed upon the breasts of poor trusting 
women, entering the surgeon's consultation 
room, perhaps hopefully. They have the 
fear of death instilled into them, and yield 
to the superior wisdom, as they suppose, of 
men who can think ot nothing but the knife. 
The unhappy creatures are rashed off to the 
Operating table, before they have time to 
think of the ordeal to which, uader some- 
thing like compulsion, they consent, and it 
is only when the deed is done that they 
realize the pitiable mistake they have made. 
Nobody suggests to them that there may be 
other and less drastic methods of treatment, 
and that time should be taken to make a de- 
liberate choice. Delay ig not to the liking 
of surgery, and so it often happens that the 
terrified patient is told she or he must im- 
mediately submit themselves to the inevita- 
ble, if they wish for a successful result. 
Such a statement, and it is commonly made, 
is cruelly and manifestly misleading, but it 
serves its purpose. The patient is over- 
awed, the mutilation takes place, the victim 
is disfigured for life, and in a much graver 
condition than before. 

The predispoBing causes of cancer are: 

1. Persistent and prolonged retention of 
feces containing an undue proportion of de- 
composing albuminous material, from which 
enterotoxins are derived and by absorption 
conveyed to the blood. 

2. The blood thus conaminated produces a 
depraved condition of the nervous ap- 
paratus, thereby handicapping the function- 
al activity of the various organs, interfering 
with cell metabolism and eventually culmi- 
nating in anexmia in young persons, or 
cachexia in the oer. 

3. If the functions of the thyroid gland 
are at fault, these toxins which otherwise 


would be neutralized, remain in a position

capable of producing serious mischief. 

4. If saccharomycetes be present in the 
blood, this toxic material is Mable to under- 
go chemical changes, resulting in the for- 
mation of uric acid, when uricacidemia will 
result. 

5. The presence of these toxins in the 
blood, alone or confined with uric acid, exert 
a pernicious influence upon cellular struc- 
tures and confer upon them a predisposition 
to take on a malignant métamorphosis. 

6. Prolonged or repeated irritation of a 
part is liable to arouse into malignant ac 
tivity cells, which otherwise would have re 
mained dormant. 

7. The vitiated condition of the blood, by 

prostrating the physiological vitality of the 
various organs and cellular structures and 
paralyzing the medicatrix, naturally affords 
every facility for the new growth to estab 
lish its identity, and increase its area at 
the expense of its environment.

OLLOWING is from Physical Culture: 

“Probably the most distinguishing 
feature of the typical American diet is its 
syrupy character.

The purpose, 
however, should be not so to reduce the 
price of sugar that we can afford. to eat 
more of it, but rather to curb our indulgence 
and to help form the habit of economy in 
sugar.

Edible Oil From an Egyptian Plant 

A plant belonging to the lettuce family, 
now cultivated in Upper Egypt and which 
can be grown with ,profit in certain parts 
of the Sudan, is a new source of edible oil. 
The seed yields under pressure from 37 to 
38 per cent of oil and certain specimens of 
fresh seed from the Sudan, which con- 
tained. less than. 4 per cent of water, 
yielded more than 44 per cent. The oileis 
odorless, of a light yellow color and with- 
out disagreeable taste. The seed is so 
small that it cannot be handed with ordi- 
nary equipment, but the oil product is so

The 
Illinois group which put over Abraham 
Lincoln at the Chicago convention of 18460 
was a quite different case. Here was 
something more than a cause and a party; 
here was an extraordinary devotion to the 
man—a devotion built up by years of clos- 
est association. Indeed, it is a question 
whether Abraham Lincoln could ever have. 
been made President of the United States 
if in the traveling he had done for nearly 
twenty years before his nomination, week 
in and week out, over a tract of country 
100 by 150 miles in extent with many ex- 
cursions to towns and cities outside the 
block, he had not won both the respect and 
the love of all sorts of people and particu- 
larly of the legal class, which, as every- 
where in the United States, was the leading 
political class. 


When it began to dawn upon these men 
in 1859 and 60 that Lincoln had earned a 
chance for the Presidency, by the charac- 
ter of his fight against the extension of 
slavery. their personal devotion put a fire

Lincoln's Manner That of a 
Gentleman of the Old School 


HEN I first knew Lincoln,” Mrs. 
Johns says, “the ungainliness of the 
pioneer, if he ever had it, had worn off and 
bis manner was that of a gentleman of the 
old school, unaffected, unostentatious, who 
‘arose at once when a lady entered the

HIS Albion story comes from a man who 


who had been so stirred by a little talk 
Lincoln had given to the school-children in 
the morning before the meeting, that he 
had run away in the afternoon to hear him 
again. Many of the fresh reminiscences 
that come to us in these days are from 
a similar source; that is, they are from 
men who were boys when they first saw 
Lincoln. Often this was in the courtroom, 
and not.infrequently at a murder trial. The 
boys of Illinois seem to have had the same 
kind of curiosity about murder trials that 
young Abraham Lincoln did when he lived 
in Indiana and, like him, they would walk 


ing, in order to get into court to “see how 
a murderer looked,” as one of them once 
told me. And if Mr. Lincoln was in the 
case, they invariably remembered something 
of his defense. Tsay defense, for the im- 
pression seems to be, though I do not know 
that it cau be sustained by documents, that 
he was always the defender and never the 
prosecutor of a murderer.

Poor old cynical Brown was, so far as I 
know, the only other inmate who took any- 
thing like a philosophic view of the whole 
situation.

That was the best suggestion I had 
beard, and I knew that I was going to act 
upon it. 

The crime-wave of 1912-13 was also pro- 
ductive of various convictions, among 
which were flve for murder in the first 
degree, and they called for the death 
penalty. 

Up to that time in that prison no special 
place had been built separate from the 
regular cellhouses in which to keep con- 
demned murderers, and the location of 
Murderers’ Row had been changed from 
where I had been confined eight years be- 
fore. to one of the tiers in that new cell- 
house where I. was then first assistant to 
the custodian. 


Beginning with May, 1912, those five 
men doomed to die were brought up from 
the county falls one by one and confined 
on that dismal and isolated tier. 


Unlike the practice that obtained when 
Dutch Charley and I were under the death 
sentence, whereby we were allowed to 
take exercise out on the ground of an in- 
ner court, those men would be released 
from their cells—by means of a lever-bar 
worked from the office—and would walk 
up and down that corridor for an hour each 
day. I was the only time-sentence prisoner 
with whom they were permitted to talk— 
because I was the only one they ever saw 
there—and the talk was supposed to be 
confined to matters pertaining to their 
business with that office, such as getting 
supplies. But that rule was not enforced 
very strictly, and the result was that I 
became rather well acquainted with all 
five. | 

One by one, as their respective days 
came round, they were led out to die. 
Four of them had chosen to be shot, and 
one—with an expressed desire to put the 
authorities to as much trouble as possible 
—had chosen to be hanged, which neces 
sitated the building of a scaffold. 

From all this I learned one thing: for 
my peace of mind it were better that I 
did not get acquainted with men confined 
there prior to their execution. For days 
after each execution I would be so de- 
pressed that it was a trying task to do 
even the institutional work. There was 
not a man of the five that did not have 
many likable traits. I believed, and still 
believe, that they were worth saving.

CALIFORNIA GETS | 
ARIZONA CATTLE | 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—Despite the urgent 
needs of Arizona for milk, butter and cheese 
and the fact that the Salt River Valley is 
provided with facilities for evaporating or 
otherwise handling more than twice the 
milk that now is offered, report is made 
that Maricopa county has shipped about 
1000 head of well-bred dairy cows into 
Southern California within the past five 
months. It is stated that the growth of Los 
Angeles is providing a market for from 2000 
to 5000 dairy cows a year. 

The local dairy industry nevet has recov- 
ered from the backset received when more 
than 100,000 acres of alfalfa was plowed in 
for the planting of Pima cotton. A strong 
dairymen’s association is being formed, 
with expectation of taking over several of 
the valley’s largest creameries, closing the 
others and thus eliminating much overhead. 
If the milk production gains, the other 
creameries can be opened as needed. One 
of the finest condensing plants in the United 
States, owned by the Armours, is idle at 
Glendale.

Rights to both water and land have been 
secured, the site and specifications have 
Leen approved by the United States Kela 
mation Service, the money has been raised, 
and construction will begin this fall, just as 
soon as the tumultuous flood waters O 
down. 

The Virgin River rises in Duck Lake, 
Utah, ewa southwest across the corner of 
Atizona, where the dam will be built, and 
continues cn through Nevada to a juncture 
with the Colorado River south of St. Thom- 
as. The guage in the narrows selected for 
the dam site has been registering an an- 
nual flow of about 1,900,0°0 acre feet for a 
series of years. Ali or most of this will be 
stored by a concrete masonry-type dam, 
similar to, and about the same size as the 
Roosevelt dam above Phoenix. There are 
100,000 acres to be served in Nevada, and 
65,000 acres for irrigation in Arizona. The 
plans call for the storage of enough water 
to irrigate all of this land for three years, 
without replenishment, a necessity that is 
never likely to happen.

Success in the mineral fields has 
enabled Mr. Dudley to launch the lone cher- 
project of Virgin River reclamation 
To is personal enterprise and enthusiasm 
the project owes its new birth and life. Mr. 
Dudley is taking a vacation from mining 
to devote all his time and energy to the 
personal supervision of his project. The 
work entails an expenditure of about 
$4,000,000 ard will take from three and one- 
half to four years for completion. It is said 
to be the largest reclamation project that 
has ever been privately undertaken.
